About a year ago he applied at the 
homo of Mr. Williams for lodging and 
was admitted. Tuesday night about 
7:80 o'clock he aKaiu came to the 
door and tellinx Mrs. Williams that 
he had been there l)efore. wiia given a 
room. He appetued to bo in the beat 
of hunior» and lu fore retiritij; told tlie 
WllliuniB family a great deal of the 
Btory of hiB life. He then rellrtd, 
telling Mr. Williams to wake him about 
6:30 in the morning, aa he had to 
catch a train to go to his sister s 
home, near South Uipley. 

At the appoiMed hour Mr. WillianiB 
went Into the bed elmniber to wake 
him and found him KroaninK and foam- 
ing from the mouth. Seeing a bottle 
of carbolic aeld on the table, Mr, Wil- 
liams Quickly realized what the man 
had done and wont for I>r. 1'. ('< 
Smoot. When ho returned he loiitid 
that the man had passed away, and 
■ent for Coroner Charles Slack. 

Letters were found on the body that 
showt!d he had a sister, Miss Jobii' 
Cracg, of 931 Westport avenue. Kan- 
■M City. Mo., and that be was a heavy 
loser in playing some gambling de- 
vice. A Bible was also found near 
the bed. abowinc that the man bad 
■rtMurod bimMlf b«tor« deliberately 
takbig bis life.

Several Bi>ringS of mi- 
neral water are also in the coffer- 
dam.

derlng. 

Karlier reports stated that IiIb body 
had been found In I-ittle Uiver at Ea- 
foiiton. but these were found to kave 
liecii based on fals(< information. 

.\ mid) drugtied him from the hos- 
pital on tbe Mille<iKevill(> prison farm 
Just before niidniuht. Of all tli<' arm- 
ed guards on the farm, not one raised 
a hand to protect liiin. 

By BUtonu)l)lle the mob rushed their 
prisoner to the spot where they had 
chosen to kill him. Of bis last hours 
none but those who hanged him know. 
That he was dead was not even known 
until his body was found dangling 
from a tree a short distance off the 
highway into Marietta. 

Wound In Tern Open. 

Wrenched by the rope whioh stran- 
gled him, the gash recently cut in bis 
throat by William Green, the fellow 
convict, wlio tried to murder him, had 
heen torn opon. Blootf Crom the 
wound stained big prison autt The 
body was not touched by shot. BvU 
dently a fusillade flred by bis lynch* 
ors as they fled from the prison farm 
was merely to scare olf pursuit 
liynrhers Go IM Miles. 

The lynching scene was more than 
100 miles from the stato prison farm. 

The .Marietta Chief of Police said he 
was doing his best to find and arrest 
the lynchers. 

Prank's body was found hanging to 
a tree about feet from the public 
hlRhway near Kreynin on the Roswell 
road, two miles east of Marietta. 

The scene of the lynching is only a 
short distanee from Mary Phagan'a 
tiirthplaee. . 

The dead man's wrists wore l()cke<i 
with handcuffs. They were fastened 
l:i front of Ills bodv.

WatliingtoB, D. C— Persons whose 
'houtN. p«( Milinals or live ttook arc 
lareat«d with ffeat are warned In a 

now publication of ilic I'nltt'd States 
DeparUneut of Agriculture, UulloUu 
N». Ml, tiMt it it alntMt hopeleaa to 
C0t rid et the pest If no attention is 
paid to the breeding places of the in- 
■enota. It i|, of course, important to 
destroy the adult fleas but this should 
be accompanied by a thorough cleans- 
ing out of ail plactK ill \\liicli llit-ir 
•gta nay be laid. Since It altes from 
two weeka to many montha for the 
eg(8 of llruH to devulop tu ndultH, 
there is always danger of a reinfuH- 
tatlon unlees the breeding placet are 

thoroughly deBfroyed. 

it Is a well kiiuwii luct that certain 
kindl of fleas are responsible fur the 
■pread of the bubonic plague and this 
alone would make their destruction a 
nnlveraal duty. They are. however, 
responsible for other diseases as well 
as the plague, and entirely apart troni 

tlicir Hluire in Hpreading contagion, 
Ibey are a great uuisauce to human 
beings, and may annoy live stock to 
Huch an extent that they seriously lu- 
Juro the health of the animal. The 
flea can exist practically everywhere 
that man can, and if the couditiona are 
permitted to be favorable it will mul- 
tiply wiih great rapidity. 

Of the approximately 4uu species ol 
fleaa known to exlat the human flea, 

the dog tl<*a, the cat flea, the rat flea 
—which curries the pluguc — uud the 
atioktlght flea, are the varieties which 
most commonly affect human beings 
and demestic animals. The sticktigiit 
flea differs from the others In tliat 
when It has once attached itself to 
a host It remains with its mouth parts 
immovably inibt-dded in the flesh. 

• Chickens sutler la particular from 
thla peet and for thla reason It U 
SOmetlnieH called the eliick(?n flea, it 
is freiiueatiy seen iu denue niasHes 
also on the oara of doga and cats. It 
Is difllcult to loosen it from It hold 
and Its destruction therefore, presents 
some difllculticB. Fairly good results 
are obtained from the local applies 
tlon of kerosene and lard In the pro- 
portions of one part kerosene and 
three parts lard, but If used too free- 
ly thla may injure poultry. 

In the ca.se of other species, tho 
insects hop about much more freely 
and may or may not, be found at any 
given time on their hoata. When dogs 
or cats, however, are found to be suf 
fering, a bath in a :! ix r l ent solution 
of creolln will probably be foimd to 
be effeotive. A sufflciently accurate 
nietliou of making such a solution is 
to add four tablcspooufuls of creolln 
to eaoh gallon of water. Warm water 
sliotild be used and the animal placed 
lu a tub with the solution iu it. A 
atltt bruah should then be used to 
work the solution Into the hair, par- 
ticular care being taken to wet the 
fleaa on the head of the animal. The 
bath should last five or ten mlutes, 
after which the creolln ahould be 
rinse<l off and the animal washed with 
warm water and soup. This treatment 
la dealrable for cata and will pre- 
vent the Kkin of the most delicate ani- 
mal from being burned. Kiuely pul- 
verized moth balls worked into the 
fur of the cat are also useful. The 
naphthalene in the moth balls drives 
the fit-as out of the hair. They emerge 
iu a stupefied condition and can then 
eaally be killed. Insect powder, some- 

. times called pyretlu um, buhach ur 
Dalmatian insect podwer, may be used 
in. the same way. Freah, nnadulter- 
ated pyrethrum is necessary to se- 
cure satisfactory results. 

It has already been said, however, 
that it la useless to attack the adult 
flea If no attention is paid to its breed-

o<' the human flea, moat of the eggs 
are probably depoalted while the In- 
iMota are In their nests aome where In 

the vicinity. In houses the cracks of 
floors or under matting or carpets are 
favorite places. The conditions un- 
der buildings are often fkTorable for 

breeding. For this reason it is desir- 
able that dwellingB, stables and aheds 
should be so arranged that cats, dogs, 
chlokena and other antmala that har- 
bor the pests ran not go beneath them 
to sleep. Dirt floors In chicken houses 
and sheds furnish more favorable con- 
ditions than wooded floora and young 
fleas are often found In the straw, fea- 
thers and waste in such plactis. Where 
chicken houses and sheds are found to 
be Infested the manure ■tiould be haul- 
ed away and spread In fields. I'n- 
neccssary rubbish and dry animal 
matter ahould be plied up and burned 
i'he ground, the floors of outhouses 
and similar places where the breed- 
ing Is supposed to occur should If 
sprayed with kerosene or crude pe- 
troleum sprinkled about. An tliex- 
pensive preventive nieasure is the lil)- 
oral use of salt about the breeding 
plaeea and then wet doWn. Semi- 
weekly tliornuKli wettinpH with water 
liave been found to keep fleas out of 
poultry runs In Texas and aalt water 
from the Gulf is used extensively for 
this purpose along the coast. 

Where it Is supposed that dogs or 
cata are largely responsible for the In- 
festation It Is desirable to compel them 
t(' sleep in a deflnltepl aei' in order 
that tho eggs from the fleas may he 
concentrated and thus more easily de- 
stroyed. A few gunny sacks or a mm 
for infested animals to sleep upon will 
be found to contain a great majority 
of the eggs and these can he destroy- 
ed by shaking the cloths over the fire 
or exposing them on a bare apot to 
the raya of the aun. 

Where fleas are found to be breeding 

in the house itself UlO first step is to 

sweep up all the dvat and burn it 
Floor coverings ahould be removed, 
aired and beaten and tho floor scrub- 
t>ed will) strong soap suds. Various 
insecticides have also been found tu 
be effective but many of these are 
either dangerous to health or Injuri- 
ous to various articles. 

Fumigation with sulphur fumes or 
hydrocyanic-acid gaa haa also been 
empolyed to rid dwellings of lleas 
Doth of these have the additiouui ad 
vantage of killing rata and mice as 
«ell as fleas, Inif sulphur Is open to 
the objection that it corrodes metal 
and Injures plants. Hydrocyanlc-acid 
gas is so deadly that ita use except 
under expert direction Is quite out of 
tile (lu. siion. In fumigating with sul- 
phur four pounds to each 1,00U cubic 
feet of space should he used. The sul- 
phur Is piled up cone-sliapod in a pan 
which is placed in u larger pun or tub 
of water to avoid fhre from tho heat 
generated. A depression is made In 
the top of the cone of sulphur, a little 
ulcolioi poured Into it and a match ap- 
plied. The room to be fumigated 
should be tightly closed beforehand 
and kept closed from lu to 12 hours. 
At the end of that time the doors and 
windows ahould be opened from the 
( utside and the room thoroagfaly aired 
l/efore it is entered. 

Varloua methoda of trapping fleas 
have been tried at one time or another 
but none of these appear to be of as 
much practical value as the nietliods 
ulready discussed. It is well to re- 
member however, that the flea can 
not Jump very far — a few inches be- 
ing the usual limit — and for this rea- 
son ^ the legs are protected a person 
If rarely bitten 111 plague Infected 
ureas where it is of the utmost Im- 
portance to prevent eren a single flea 
from biting a man fly papar lias some- 
times been wrapped around the legs 
and the fleas that Jump asaliitt It have 
been caught and killed In this way 
In badly Infested regions It Is also pos- 

s'ble to Isolate the' bed if sufllciently 
high, by taking care to keep the cloth- 
ing from hanging down. If the legs 
of tho bed are sufflciently rou^ili to 
enable the fleas to climb up them they 
should be placed In large pans of wa- 
ter or fly paper ahould be wrapped 
around them.

Washington, -August 17 A small 
ndustry which was built up in this 
(ountry under Republican protective 
tariff lawa waa -the mannfaeture of 

Bfllieyllc n( Id, a basic product used in 
making a number of chemicals for 
pharmaoeutleal purposes. 

For twenty years American manu- 
facturera of this product have fought 
the German syndicate, which fixes 
prices on this ac id in <\eiv country 
of the world, except the United States, 
which la left open aa a dumping 
ground for the aurplus. Prior to 1893 
piacticaliy all the aallcyllc acid in 
this country waa supplied by the Ger- 
man syndicate, which kept the price 
up to )1.25 a pound. Then cam<> the 
erection of af actory at St. Louis, 
which cut the price in half, and the 
German eompetltora promptly dropped 
to 66 cents. Under the Wilson free 
trade measure tl.e German syndicate 
had the American market aewed up. 
Then came the Dlngley law (Repub- 
lican) which gave salicylic acid a duty 
ol 10 cents a pound and the Industry 
I'tts its stride. 

By 1903 the Oerman control of the 
American market was broken, and the 
liToduct waa being sold at around 30 
cents a pound and the purchase price 

remaining at home. The Payne law 
uiadc a reduction of 60 per cent in 
duty. This forced the American man- 
iifacturers to extend Ihenii-elvps to 
tho very utmost to meet the German 
competition whicli followed, but they 
N^ere still Just about able tojioid their 
own. One member of the German syn- 
dicate offered the Ileyden Chemical 
Works, Garfleld, N. J., to withdraw its 
competition from the American mar- 
ket if they NNoiild pay a yearly indem- 
nity of lo.oou francs. The offer was 
promptly declined. 

The I'nderwood law dealt the indus- 
try a solar plexus by reducing the 
duty to 2>i cents a pound and Imme- 
diately the industry in this country be- 
gan to languish. The European war 
l as tieii up exports from Germany, 
und for the time being, haa acted aa 
a prohibitive tariff, so that American 
capital and labor engaged in the pro- 
duction of salicylic acid have had a 
breathing spell for the past year. But 
the end of the war will ai;ain llnd 
(iermany reaching out for our market, 
and g( tting it too, unless the protec- 
tive rates are restored, which will bo 
done only under a Republican admln- 
istraUon.

ConflseatioB will bo re- 
sorted to by the government only in 
case the breweries fail to set aside a 
certain percentage of their normal 
prodoetion— 80 per cent— tor the uae 
of tho army. 

Bven the contemplation of such a 
Step indicates the Importance which 
boar has la Qormany and pats It into 
exactly the saaa eatafory with bnad 
and meat 

In the semi-ofllclal statement deny 
Ing tliat any confiscation is contem- 
plated Immediately, it is definitely stS' 
ted that this step will become neces 
itary only if the breweries, contrary to 
eapeotatlon. fail to aupply voluntarily 
the amount of the brew which la re- 
garded as "indispensable."
